URGES REDUCTION
OF BAG LIMITS

Secretary of State Game
Commission Considers the
Number of Birds Allowed
by Law [s Too Large.

By JOSEPH KALBFUS

Becretury Joseph Kalbfus, of the Penn-
sylvanin State Game Commisslon, writes
hin fourth game story for BEvexmo
LEpaER readers:

Conaldering the many hunters, the acct-
rnoy of Improved firearms in use oday
and the expertness of many in lta une,
I belleve the hax limit on ruffed grouse,
now fixed at 0 per senson; the lmit on
quail, now placed at 75 per season, and the
number of woodeock, now numbering 50
per senson, should be reduced. I have be-
fora me etatements to the efMeot that four
men killed 20 ruffed grouse In a certain
section; the same four men killed 0
ruffed grouse last vear near the same
place.

Ono statement is to the effect that six
man killed 18 ruffed grouse on one hunt.
An Ol City paper terms this *‘wanton
slnughter,' and It looks that way to the
Ereat mujority of our people, whether
they hunt or not. These are llustrations
of happenings all over the State, six or
elght, or may be ten men in a county do-
Ing this thing, while the great majority
of hunters got below 20, or perliaps even
10 or leas for the season, because the
expert has already ocovered the ground,

We therefore feel that the annual limit
on rulfed grouse, guall and woodcoek
should be reduced, Isaving the dally and
weekly limit an It in.
